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Waste management plan calls for more stringent recycling 


Life is becoming more complicated in Sierra 
Madre, but we have plenty of company to share 
in our woes. 

Two major changes in our lifestyles are 
currently on the front burner in the council 
chambers: the drought-caused cutting down on our 
use of water, including bricks in toilets and only 
rinsing after brushing teeth, and separating our 
trash into various segments because of the diminishing 
capacity of landfills. 

Recycling has become a hot item statewide and 
the council-appointed Waste Management Task 
Force has come up with numerous suggestions to 
help meet the state-mandated reduction of 25 
percent by 1995 and 50 percent by 2000. 

At the top of the list is recycling of green waste: 
leaves, grass, trimmings, etc. One estimate that 
40 percent of Sierra Madre’s waste material is green 
waste has convinced the committee that this must 
be addressed before Sierra Madre can hope to meet 
the state requirements. 


Failure to meet the requirements could result 
in fines of up to $10,000 per day and to date Western 
Waste estimates the city is only diverting about eight 
percent, with another estimated two percent provided 
by the SMEAC Recycling Center. 

Several possibilities for sources of disposal have 
been recommended, including no-fee dumping at 
Uaii§formation (waste to energy) facilities which 
could result in an annual savings of $54,000, but 
currently has some state restrictions attached which 
limit the amount to 10 percent. The city is joining 
11 other cities in petitioning for the lifting of 
this requirement. 

Another would be dumping green waste only 
on landfill slopes which could save some $25,700 
a year, and a third would be a composting/chipping 
program established within the city which could 
make material available to local gardeners and the 
Parks & Recreation Dept, for horticultural purposes. 
A fourth alternative would contract with a private 
company for composting. 


As an incentive, the newly proposed fee schedule 
would allow two containers for non-recyclables 
without extra charge, but as many as needed for 
green waste. The green waste cans would be 
identified with green ribbons. 

Moderately priced composters could also be 
made available for home composting. 

It was recommended that the city set an example 
by chipping all tree branches and palm fronds and 
using the chips for horticultural park purposes; 
that it also offer large branches to residents for 
firewood, and that it grind rather than remove 
stumps whole. 

Other recommendations included sites for 
collecting cardboard, particularly encouraging 
merchants to use the containers at the designated 
sites. 

A brochure identifying household to.xics was 
recommended to be distributed, together with 
information on how and where to dispose of them. 

Expansion of the recycling program to include 
condominiums and large apartment complexes was 


recommended. 

Involvement of the business community was 
also recommended, especially in regard to cardboard 
and paper disposal. It was noted that many firms 
furnish dumpsters at no cost for collecting recyclable 
paper. Participants could expect a return ranging 
from $60 to $125 per ton. 

Another recommendation was that the couttcil 
consider enacting ordinances prohibiting the sale 
and commercial use of non-recyclable products 
such as Styrofoam. 

In regard to fees the report noted that current 
charges are inequitable since some were actually 
reduced while others were increased by as much as 
17 percent, with an average increase of 4.7 percent. 
It recommended that all fees be equalized.

Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan was elected 
Mayor and Councilman Gary Adams, Mayor Pro 
Tern, and began their 12-month duties at the 
reorganization meeting of the Sierra Madre City 
C ouncil Tuesday evening. 

Sierra Madre City Council followed City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea’s recommendation and 
adopted Resolution 91-14, requiring a 20 percent 
reduction in water consumption effective Apr. 20, 
next week, taking into consideration the bi-monthly 
billing cycle. Phase IV of Ordinance No. 1073 
became effective with that adoption Tuesday even¬ 
ing. 

Water meters are read every 60 days between the 
15th and 20th of the month and bills are mailed to 
the respective half of the city on the first day of the 
following month. Effective Apr. 20, each water 
customer in the east half of the city will receive water 
consumption information which will appear on their 
utility bill mailed May 1. The .specific reduction 
would be required for the water consumed between 
Apr. 20 and June 20. The next bill mailed July 1 


would indicate their usage and contain the first war¬ 
ning if the reduction had not been received. 

The ordinance provides that consumers who use 
less than 2000 cubic feet per billing cycle will be ex¬ 
empt from mandatory reductions but are encourag¬ 
ed to continue a voluntary reduction of as much as 
possible toward the special level of reduction. 

All the residents on the west half of the city, 
receiving water bills Apr. 1, are encouraged to in¬ 
crease their voluntary conservation tovsard the re¬ 
quired mandatory levels that are required elfective 
May 20. 

The newly created Water Appeals Board, con¬ 
sisting of city staff of the departments of water, 
finance and administration, will be available to con¬ 
sumers requesting a modified maximum water con¬ 
sumption level which is based on water usage of the 
same period in the 1989 calendar year. 

The quarterly city newsletter, which is inserted in 
the Sierra Madre News, will eome out on J hursday, 
Apr. 25, and in that will be included more finite in-

U.S. Flag Etiquette 





When flags or pennants 
of states, cities or societies 
are flown on the same hal¬ 
yard with the Flag of the 
U. S. A., the latter should 
always be at the peak. When 
flown from adjacent suffs 
the U. S. Flag should be hois¬ 
ted first and lowered last. 
(Sec. 3,0. 


No other flag or pen¬ 
nant should be placed above 
or, if on the same level, to 
the right of the U. S. Flag, 
except during church services 
conducted by naval chaplains 
at sea, when the church pen¬ 
nant may be flown above the 
Flag during church services 
for navy personnel (Sec. 3,c). 
(Sec page 17, Public Law 107). 


When a number of flags 
of states or cities, or pennants 
of societies are grouped and 
displayed from staffs with the 
U. S. Flag the latter should be 
at the center and highest point 
of the group (Sec. 3,e).

The U. S. Flag should never have placed 
upon any part of it, nor attached to it, any mark, 
insignia, letter, word, figure, design, picture or 
drawing of any nature. (Sec. 4, g). 

The Flag should never be used for advertis¬ 
ing purposes in any manner whatsoever. It should 
not be embroidered on such articles as cushions or 
handkerchiefs and the like, printed or otherwise 
impressed on paper napkins or boxes or ^ything 
that is designed for temporary use and discard. 
Advertising signs should not be fastened to a staff 
or halyard from which the Flag is flown. (Sec. 4, i). 




Out and About

The ’60s and early ’70s were something 
else. We had a quiet revolution in this country. 
We ate our usual pablum and it didn’t settle 
too well. We harumpted it up and it never quite 
went down the same way. I had the chance 
to think about this one day at the Sandwich 
Stop. 1 was going over some of the better ’60s 
slices of life with someone who, at the time, 
was well on the other side of the fence. He was 
a “long-hair” and 1 was an establishment pig. 
When it was going on, we both had a belly full 
of each other, and we usually wasted little time 
in letting the other know. 

I told him of a photo I’d seen in the old 
Free Press. 1 was working a special unit in the 
Sheriff’s Dept, called SEB. It was one of those 
tight-knit units that concentrated on “known 
trouble spots” in the county. Topango Canyon 
was one of “those” spots. A lot of drugs... 
communes...teenage girls with babies slung on 
their hips, bandanas on their heads and calico 
skirts. We had stopped a VW that looked like 
a good shake. Someone took a picture of us 
checking everybody out. It was in the Free 
Press the next issue with the caption, “Helmeted 
Gestapo Halts Free Progress.” I must admit, 
it wasn’t a complimentary picture. 

My friend detailed some of his experiences 
with area constabulary...few of which were 
laughable at the time, but in looking back, 
the laughter came...and it came easily. And, 


when people shuffle around in the memory 
box, they have a tendency to wonder what was 
right or wrong about what they did. The cop 
and the hippie suffer the same bouts of 
retrospection, and each has to come to the 
same conclusion. 

The extremes of action we witnessed during 
that era only underline the need we had for 
self-surgery to correct an out-of-balance 
mentality. The bottom line...if one is truly 
objective...is that both sides were wrong, and 
both sides were partly right. We were in a state 
of flux...some had the foresight to see the 
future...others the obstinacy to embrace the 
past. The conflict came in when neither would 
accept compromise. They clashed. We had 
riots, student demonstrations, and anti-war 
rallies. Some people went to war...others 
went into hiding. Bad times, and there were 
many victims. 

Even the aftermath was a slow healing 
process. It is only now that we can look back 
and see the events of that time for what they 
were. A quiet, relatively bloodless revolution 
in this country that embraced all aspects of 
our society. We will never be the way we 
were...and that’s all to the good. It was 
a revolution with no heroes, few monuments, 
much to hang our heads over, yet a process 
that allows us to feel good at having been 
a part o^ it. It was a dynamic time.

What is Market Analysis? It’s nitty-gritty 
number crunching, business mix analysis, 
building inventory statistics gathering, customer 
attitude review and strategy development 
required to convert empty store fronts into new 
business tenants. And, by the way, it sounds 
a lot more complicated than it really is. On 
the other hand, it is a time consuming and often 
frustrating process. 

We have some of the information required 
to do new business recruitment. The Economic 
Research Associates (ERA) Economic 
Development Strategies report completed in 
iqgQ nrr.v:H<'c many of the basic numbers. 
It points out our retail sales position, confirms 
that with an improved business product mix 
the city could realize at least a 50 percent 
increase in sales tax collection. Some of the 
gross demographic information is reported; 
stuff like population groups, per capita income 
and median household income. 

Using broad brush strokes the ERA report 
even tentatively points a suggested direction for 
downtown Sierra Madre. Their analysis suggests 
we concentrate on attracting specialty shops 
which do not rely upon regional shopping 
center locations. And, the ever popular dinner 
house restaurant is one specific called out for 
consideration. 

What we don’t factually know is what 
existing and potential customers like or dislike 
about downtown. What perception of attitude 
problems do we face? What specific business 
types do we want to put in downtown? More 
importantly, what specific business types can 
“survive and be profitable” in downtown? 
There’s more we don’t know than we do 
know. That’s the challenge we face this year, 
getting to the point of having more answers 
than questions so effective action, not window 
dressing” can take place.

“Her progression from a disagreeable, 
hostile, spoiled child to a responsible adolescent 
who cares about others is smooth and 
natural,” wrote the School Library Journal 
in reviewing “Shoeshine Girl,” by Clyde 
Robert Bulla. It is the winner of three children’s 
book awards and is a popular reading selection 
for 3rd, 4th, and 5th graders. I would encourage 
parents to read it as I read it, after a hard day 
in dealing with “(a) disagreeble, hostile, spoiled 
child (children).” Read it when you are looking 
for the light at the end of the tunnel. 

“Shoeshine Girl” was that light for me, 
as I read it the weariness of the day dissolved. 
I began to think that perhaps human nature 
was not changing as much as I feared in the 
coming generations. I believed again in a 
future and a hope! 

My father, born in 1911, was fan of the 
Horatio Alger series of books. Horatio, from 
what 1 understand, was a poor boy who pulled 
himself up by his bootstraps, as they used to say, 
and with high morals and good character, 
became a financial success. In a way Bulla’s 
character Sarah Ida teaches us a similar 
principal. 

The story opens as Sarah Ida comes to 
Palmville on the train to stay, very reluctantly, 
with her Aunt Claudia: “Here’s the way 1 
understand it, your father’s work takes him 
away from home alot. You and your mother 







have had a few problems. Your mother is not 
well...” 

We never find out what exactly is wrong 
with Sarah Ida’s mother, but we see early on 
in the story that Sarah has developed into a very 
strong willed child, indifferent to anyone else’s 
rights or needs. In her new location, she 
quickly takes advantage of a girl who tries to 
become her friend, by “Borrowing” her 
money. When Aunt Claudia refuses to allow 
this, Sarah Ida runs out to get herself a job. 

Being only lO'/i years old, this seems an 
impossible quest, but then she meets Al, the 
shoeshine man. He has a help wanted sign 
and a debt of gratitude to Sarah Ida’s Aunt 
Claudia, the town librarian. So, he hires and 
trains Sarah Ida for the trade and through 
a “series of circumstances,” and the alchemy 
of love, respect, and common decency, she is 
transformed, her rough edges wear away, in 
other words, she begins to shine. 

But for the details and events, you must 
read the book for yourself. Curl up on the 
couch as I did, after a day of muttering, 
“kids 1 don’t know what’s wrong with these 
kids today,” and when you’ve read the book 
from cover to cover, you will take heart. It 
may actually be true that what worked at the 
beginning of this century for Horatio Alger, 
will continue to work at the end of the 
century, plain and simple.

The Wistaria Fete 
crowds, perhaps dis¬ 
couraged by threats and 
predictions of rain, 
equaled a little more than 
half the 1990 record- 
breaking throng, totaling 
3364, which still con¬ 
stituted a hefty crowd 
to handle during the 
six hours the Vine was 
open.

formation. 

The Design Review Committee (D.R.C.) of the 
Main Street Chamber of Commerce received bless¬ 
ings from the City Council Tuesday evening concer¬ 
ning a subtle control of signage inside business win¬ 
dows. 

“The more is better concept is tending to cause 
over-signage that is detrimental,” Nancy McGrain, 
chairman, told the council Tuesday. 

“The attitude is ‘anything goes’ here so we have 
researched other cities’ sign ordinances. In Carmel 
one sign is allowed per business. In Solvang no neon 
signs or signs attached to the glass are acceptable. In 
San Marino no signs are allowed across the fronts of 
windows. Santa Barbara has a sign committee 
to review signage. Interiors are significant for their 
clutter. There are exceptions but it’s a trend we keep 
seeing. They lead to a visually disconcertive and 
sloppy atmosphere downtown.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai suggested that they 
meet with the Planning Commission and “discuss 
the subject and attendant problems.” He also nod¬ 
ded toward Shelby Pope’s suggestion that the hanging 
baskets be placed on an agenda. 

Bartolai also asked “Where are we with the 
general plan review? We’re still not reaching final 


conclusions.” 

Sandra Kelly, president of the Hillside Coalition, 
asked for a status quo on the group and the informa¬ 
tion, included in an ad in The News, states that the 
public hearing is scheduled for Tuesday, Apr, 23 at 
6:30 p.m, to decide whether to extend the 
moratorium (the extension of Ordinance No. 1069) 
or to let it expire on May 8, 1991. 

The bid of $7500 was given to Consulting Struc¬ 
tural Engineering for seismic safety analysis of 
selected structures in the central business district. 
Expenditure of funds must be completed by June 30. 

Padding will be installed on the north concrete 
wall of the Memorial Park tennis courts for the price 
of $700. The project will be completely funded by 
revenue generated from the Recreation 
Department’s 3rd annual Tennis Tournament from 
October, 1990. The Parks and Recreation Commis¬ 
sion voted unanimously to support the project at the 
Mar. 18 meeting. 

The British Home has scheduled the annual June 
Faire for June 1 and the Main Street Chamber 
received an OK to grant temporary use permits for 
sidewalk sales on May 18 and Oct. 5. Mater 
Dolorosa Retreat Center plans its 44th annual Fami¬ 
ly Fiesta on Sunday, June 23.

A CE seeks support 
for public education 


When one councilman 
saw Terry Towner, 
superintendent of the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District, as he walked 
into the Arcadia City 
Council Chambers last 
Tuesday evening, he 
quipped, “1 hope he 
doesn’t want money.” 

Wheti given an oppor¬ 
tunity to explain his 
attendance at the City 
Council meeting Towner 
Lumounced the formation 
of the Arcadia Coalition 
for fkiucation (ACE) 
and asked the city to 
recogni£e the importance 
of education by supporting 
the coalition. 

I he council voiced 
approval and directed 
staff to prepare a 
resolution which will be 
brought before a future 
City Council meeting. 

Towner explained that 
the intent of the 
coalition is not to enter 
the political arena but 
“to make the public 
aware of the importance 
of investing in our state’s 
future through a superior 
public education system 
;uul to ensure that our 
elected representatives 
reflect that importance 
in actions taken in 
.Sactamcnto.” 


According to Towner, 
California ranks 44th of 
the 50 states in the 
percentage of state 
general fund expenditures 
per capita spent on public 
education. Currently 
New Jersey, for example, 
invests $9200 per child 
each year, while California 
spends $3078 for each 
child’s education. "That’s 
not consistent with a state 
that wants to be an 
economic leader,” said 
Towner. 

ACE, which held its 
first meeting on Mar. 28, 
is composed of 
community members, 
including realtors and 
members of PTAs, 
civic organizations and 
the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Mary Dougherty, 
school member, said that 
ACE recognizes that the 
state has a huge budget 
problem but that 
legislators must give 
education a high priority 
so that all young people 
have an opportunity to 
reach their potential. 
“Can’t do it when cutting 
funds,” added Dougherty.

No public input on high rise, 
real estate signs: hearing 
set for new R-1 15,000 zone 


Some public hearings 
were held and another 
was scheduled at last 
week’s meeting of the 
Arcadia City Council. 

No one from the public 
spoke on two hearings of 
text amendments, one 
amending real estate 
signs in single-family 
zones and the other 
amending the “H” high 
rise overlay zoning regula¬ 
tions. However, the City 
Council approved both 
text amendments 4-2, 
with Councilman George 
Fasching absent, and 
directed staff to prepare 
the appropriate ordinances. 

One proposed amend¬ 
ment adds sign regula¬ 
tions to the R-1 zone 
consistent with other 
residential zones, pro¬ 
hibits flags, pennants and 
banners and clarifies 
use of arrow-type 
directional signs. 

Regarding high rise, 
the new amendment 
would create five levels 
of “H” zoning, ranging 
from four to eight stores 
maximum height, and 


add regulations to require 
a conditional use permit 
for any building which 
exceeds the height limits 
of the basic underlying 
zone. 

Another hearing, which 
included a slide presenta¬ 
tion by Helen Wanning, 
project manager for 
12 San Gabriel Valley 
cities, had to do with 
the preliminary draft of 
the source reduction 
and recycling element 
(SRRE). 

Since the passing of 
AB939, signed into law 
by Governor George 
Deukmejian as Califor¬ 
nia Integrated Waste 
Management Act of 1989, 
cities and counties must 
develop plans to attain 
mandated waste reduction 
goals of 25 percent in 
1995 and 50 percent by 
the year 2000. 

The act requires cities 
to maximize the use of 
all feasible source reduc¬ 
tion, recycling and 
composting options in 
order to reduce the 
amount of waste being 


disposed through trans¬ 
formation or land 
disposal. 

According to Aicadia’s 
SRRE, the city generates 
92,734 tons of refuse 
each year. That includes 
26 percent (24,246 tons) 
of residential refuse 
and 74 percent (61,312 
tons) of commercial/ 
industrial refuse. Santa 
Anita Park accounts for 
34,382 tons of the 
commercial figure. 

The council is expected 
to act on the preliminary 
draft of the SRRE in 
May. 

A public hearing 
regarding a text amend¬ 
ment which would add 
a new zoning designation 
of R-1 15,000, establishing 
a new second one-family 
zone which requires a 
minimum lot size of 
15,000 square feet, will 
be held at the council’s 
Apr. 16 meeting.

Cable TV, transit alternatives 
subject of council resolutions 


Cable television and 
transit alternatives for 
the Santa Fe right-of-way 
were the topics of 
resolutions approved 
4-0, with Council George 
Fasching absent, by the 
Arcadia City Council at 
last week’s meeting. 

According to city staff, 
the best long range 
alternative to traffic 
problems would be to 
extend the light rail from 
Pasadena eastward. 
Typically, light rail 
operates vehicles all day 
long while commuter rail 
operates duiing rush hour 
periods only. 

Additionally, light rail 
is operated with electricity 


so no fuel emissions 
would be released into the 
Los Angeles basin. 

Santa Anita Park also 
is supportive of the 
extension of light rail 
east from Pasadena. 

The resolution supports 
immediate initiation of 
a Los Angeles County 
Transportation Com¬ 
mission study of the 
transit alternatives for 
the Santa Fe right-of-way 
from Pasadena to Clare¬ 
mont.
